VACCINE YIRUS. 


How a Philadelphia Doctor Takes It 
from a Heifer. 
From thejPhiladelphia Times. 
- ‘The animal now lying on its back and hav- 
‘ing its four fect tied to the wooden arms of 
the rick, so that its legs indicated the four

g the vaccine matter was clear. Down on

do the skin was left perfectly bare. On both 
thighs together there were about twenty fully- 
developed vaccinations, each place be- 
ing about the size of a quarter-dollar. The 


Animal, having been vaccinated, had now duly 


arrived at that state known as vaccinia, or 
cow-pox, the only part of the body affected 
being in the places mentioned, where the hair 
had been shaved off, the symptoms being 
nothing more than the development of the 
twenty vaccination marks and several smaller 
spontaneous places in the same region. 

The doctor now took down the ivory paper 
knife and taking a small bench placed it along- 
side the rack, seated himself thereon, rolled 
up his sleeves and began at once the work of 
taking virus. First he scraped off the crust 
from the vaccinated places, which caused the 
animal to writhe and twitch in unmistakable 


pain. After the crust had been removed from 


about five of the places the doctor called to 
Joe to bring him the box containing the quills. 
_ “We never feed a heifer in the morning be- 
fore throwing her,“ said the doctor, looking 

in a preoccupied manner at the exposed places 
where the blood was now appearing; “she’s 
less linbie tobloat. In the position sie is now 
she can’t possibly hurt herself.“ 

it would have been impossible to have 
placed the animalin amore secure position 
tor the purpose, head as weil as hoofs being 
tied fast to the rack. What struggling she did 
was confined merely to intervals of jerking 
nud twitching. 

“You would suppose,” continued the doc- 
for. who sat with his left side resting ag ins! 
the heifer. with a bunch of quills in on? hand 
and his knife in the other, that in taking the 
vaccine matter we took blood. But that is not 
the case. Good vacoine matter, or lymph, al- 
Weve riscs up over the blood.” 

The doctor now began rotating his quills 
over places from Which he had scraped the 
erust and as fastasthey were „charged“ he 
handed them to Jim, who sat on a bench on 
the opposite side ofthe heifer with a small 
wooden vise-like apparatus in hand into which 
he pliced oneend of the quills, leaving the 
charged portion protruding out to dry. One 
1 was that although the doctor rub- 
ed the quillsina rotary manner right into 
the blood which welled up from the vaccinated 
places, yet there was no trace of blood on 
them when they came out, but a thin, yellow- 
ish fluid looking much like mucilage. Tuais 
Was the lymph. Every quill containing it was 
„charged,“ or, in other words, ready for ship- 
ment and use. The doctor, as his work pro- 
gressed, bandied the quilis with Sparkling 
eves. 

“Ah! By George, that’s good lonpu,“ said 
he. “Sce how those vesicles flow! Some 


vesicles flow better than others. A high bred 


heifer will yield better than the common 
stock. Take an Alderney or a short-horn and 
you won't want any better. Their skin is 
more delicate and the flow is more aciive. 
This animal is a short-horn. Vaceinited her 
last Friday. To-dayis Thursday. S.ac’s been 
‘Vaccinated about five and a quarter days. 
They mature usually from the sixth to the 
eighth day of the vaccination. The heiffer 
that we took from yesterday had been vacci- 
nated about seven full days. You see, we 
have to take them just when they come: it 
doesn’t do to let them run even a quarter of a 
day overtime. If we did, the — would 
break and begin to dry up. It's «a relief to 
the heifer, as well as an essential to the pro- 
curing of good vir us, to take it at the moment 
it matures. You may not know it, but there 
are two stages—the stage of maturation, when 
the crust has formed,and the pustular stage, 
when the lymph becomes thick and assumes 
the form of pus. The first stage is when we 
must take them—the only stage at which the 
virtis is worth anything.” 
QUILLS AND IVORY POINTS. 
The doctor had now “charged” about sixty 
quills from the tive places from which he had 
removed the crust; all being grouped so close 
together that they could have been covered by 
nm man’s hand. Then he began to use the 
ivory points. He took them and steeped both 
sides in the lymph, passing them over to Jim 
us he did so, who having placed his vise con- 
taining the quills on a rafter to dry now took 
up a similar thing to hold the points. Both 
quills and points are sold in large quantities 
by the drugstores. Quills are the most ex- 
pensive. Neither are expected to vaccinate 
more than one person, thouch they have often 
served for more. The quills are sold at twen- 
ty-five cents apiece or twenty cents apices 
When taken in quantities. The points are 
sold at ten cents each. | 
“One quill,” said the doctor, Will vaccinate 
more than one person, though it is seliom 
used fer more. I[ have vaccinated as many as 
efght persons with a single quill, They are 
more reliable and convenient than the polnts. 
The points were in vogue long before the 
quills. But there is some property. in the 
quills which seems to preserve tae virus fora 
longer period than the points. In vaceinating 
we don’t scarify the flesh: we abrade—that is, 
just lay bare the absorbents without breik- 
ing the skin. This is all that is needed. In 
searifying the skin is scored one way, and then 
another until the blood comes. Well, in do- 
ing that you may strike but one or two ah 
sorbents, which may not be cnough. But by 
an abrasion of the surface ail the absorbents 
are laid bare andthe vac ine matter bas a 
Tull chance to act.“

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It would scech that every possible incident 
connected with that memorable. engagement 
between the Americans aud British, on Lake 
Champlain, in 1814, hud seen the light of 
printed page; but your correspondent, in his 
search for things antique an peculiar, recently 
made the acquaintance of an eye-witness to 
that battle, who unfolded to him numerous 
incidents connected therewith which have 
never yet appeared in print, and which were 
still fresh in her memory. 

Mrs. Patience Sherman, who thus enter- 
tained the writer, isa resident of Girard, a 
thriving little village of this county, which 
place she has cailed her home since 1836. She 
comes of good old stock, being a near relative 
of Commodore Porter, of the revolution. Her 
father was engaged in the war of 1812, and she 
remembers many startling scenes of that war, 
Which seem to her now to have been more like 

panoramic exhibitions than startling realities. 

orn in sight of the Green Mountains, in Ad- 
dison county, Vermont, her youth was spent 
-in developing that hardy nature which has 
characterized her whole life—seventy-and- 
seven seasons having already showered their 
blessings upon her. 

When Sir George Provost, the Governor- 
| General of Canada, and Commander-in-Chief 
of the British forces, tothe number of 14,000 
men—soldiers who had learned the art of war 
under Wellington in his famous campaigns 
against Napoleon—came. out to Plattsburg. 
near the edge of the lake, he thought that, by 
taking this comparatively defenseless post, 
he could tind ready entrance to York State, 
which meant the subjugation of not only that 
State, but of all the New England States. 
Upon the arrival of Provost, Gen. McComb, of 
the American forces, sent out bis proclamation 
for the militiamen of Vermont to rally; and, 
when the messenger went through the coun- 
trv hearing these tidings, Mrs. Sherman’s 
father was in the field at work. 

‘And what did he do then?!“ queried the 
writer. 

Mrs. S.’s curt reply was: He said, ‘I must 
go! and immediately started for the house.“ 

After chunging bis clothes, and eating a 
bow! of bread and milk, he departed for the 
scene of action. His own experience was a 
bloodicss one, and at the end of his service he 
returned to civil life. 

Nearly everybody is conversant with the re- 
sult of that remarkable davs’s conflict, in 
which two great competitors for military supe- 
riority so earnestly engaged, both on land and 
sea; how every battery of the British naval 
force Was silenced by the American artillery: 
and how the veterans of Provost were mowed 
down bythe broadsides from MeComb's Green 
Mountain boys. How much depended on the 
result of that battle! If the forces of Britain 
had gained an entrance intothe American con- 
tines, the destinies of this Nation might have 
been entirely changed. 

Although but about ten years of age at this 
time, Mrs. Sherman vividly remembers the 
contest: snd how Commodore MeDonouch, 
‘fone of nature’s noblemen,’ and the com- 
mander of our naval forces, was the lion of the 
hour, the praises of his name being echoed 
through the country for many a month sus°- 


. quently. 


During the following winter the American 
fleet, under command of MeDenourh, came 
and wintered in the mouth of the Big Otter 
Creek, within a short distance of her father’s 
house; and, as soon as the ice disappeared in 
the spring, a fort was built upon a high prom- 
ontory, commanding the entrance of the 
stream and the low bank on the opposite side. 
This fortilication was by common consent 
colled “Fort Nonsense,“ it being considered 
the hivht of foliy, and only useful to induce 
the enemy to attack the fleet, which they did;

A newsboy aged fourteen and named Louis 
Stern was brought before Justice Wallace 
yesterday morning charged with having the 
night previous left a ba on the — of 
Mercy Hospital.. The lad was not abie to 


speak English, and his very romantic story 


was translated to the Court by an interpreter. 
It was to the effect that while he was stand- 
ing on State street at about 8 o’clock Monday 
night, about half a btock south of the Palmer 
House, he was hailed by the driver of a car- 
riage. At the carriage-door he was addressed 
by a richly-attired lady, who asked him to get 
in with her and drive as far as ‘Twenty- 


sixth street. He assented, and, 
on entering the carriage, found 


two parties there besides the lady who had 
invited him in. One of these was a big girl 
with rosy cheeks; the other was a baby,which 
tlie girl held lovingly in her arms. On the 
seat beside the lady was a basket. Not a word 
was ssid as they drove rapidly southward. 
After what seemed to the boy a. bag long 
time, the carriage stopped, and at the lady’s 
request the boy got out, When he noticed that 
he was on Twenty -sixth street, near Calumet 
avenue. The lady took the baby from the 
rosy-cheeked girl, placed it in the basket, and, 
giving it to the boy, pointed to the white stone 
steps of the Mercy Hospital near by, and told 
him to ring the bell of the building and leave 
the baby on the steps, for which’ service she 
was to give him $1 when he came back. 

The boy took the baby, mounted the steps, 
rang the beH, placed the basket near the door, 
and proceeded to the street. Just as he 
reached the bottom of the steps he saw the 
driver whip up the horses and drive 9 
away. A sister came and detained the 
boy until a gentleman came up, When he was 
turned over to an officer.“

This dramain which Mile. Bernhardt ap- 
pears to-nightis founded on historical facts 
and is one of the most interesting and touca- 
ing Written by that prolifie writer, Augustus 
Eugene Seribe. Seribe, born in Paris, in 1791, 
Was educated for the law, but his inordinate 
love for the drama tempted bim to abandon 
his profession. ‘The first efforts in this now 
direction were light comedies, nearly all of 
Which. were utter failures. Many of them 
were hissed upon the stage. Not]discouraged 
by these reverses, he continued writing, and

Prophet,“ “star of the North,’? and. many 
Others are from his facile pen. 

Adrienne Lecouvreur' was arranged in 
1840 by Scribe and Legouve, expressly for th 
wonderful dramatic talent of Rachel, and in 
it she achieved an extraordinary success. The 
heroine of the play Adrienne is a celebrated 
actress, Who lived during the corrupt of 
Lonis XV., and who was noted for the purity 
aud simplicity of her character, so utteriv in 
contrisst to the morals of the ladies of the 


court before Whom she played. It is said that

Advienne’s cenerous snd unscltish disposi- 
tion is exquisitely pertravea in her devotion 
io her loser whom she believes to be a subor- 
dinate offiecr, and her unceasing efforts to 
wake the acansintance and cain the voodwill 
of the creat Maurice of Saxony, that she may 
induce him to recognize the bravery and hon- 
fler lover, is one of the great 
charms of the play. The Princess of Bouillon, 
eranddsughter of Sobiesky, one of the ladies 
of the court, writes Adrienne she is anxious'to 
wake her acquaintance, having beard much 
of her wit, and invites her to recite some 
poems in her silon. Adrienne’s answer shows 
how simple and truthful she was in her inter- 
course With those whom she could not ap- 
prove, yet Was found io serve.

Improving the Mississippi. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

What does it all amount to, this everlasting 
talk by congressional jaw-workers about ap- 
propriating a beggarly $1,900,000 for improving 
the Lower River? One year ago the Mississippi 
River Commission reported it would cost $s,- 
000,000 to make a permanent ten-toot low-water 
chunnel from Cairo tothe Gulf. The wise men 
at Washineton have spent twelve months 
thinking about the matter. They have spent 
neurly two-thirds of the present session in bab- 
bling about an appropriation sufficient to be- 
cin work at only twoof the worst points indi- 
cuted. Soms of your mathematical readers may 
be able to figure it out that, at this rate, there 
will perhaps be pretty good navigation below 
Catro by the beginning ci the next century. 

Buteven it the Mississippi were twenty feet 
deep at low water all the wey from Cairo to tie 
Gault, the great stream wouid still be like a 
chain whichiell short by a tew links of span- 
ning the distance between the two principal 
points which it was destived to bind together. 

The grain market of the Mississippi Valley is 
not at Cairo, but at St. Touts. And the worst 
- unter navigation between here and New 
Orleans is between here and Cairo. 

The Lower River, though shallow at times, 
and sadiv needing the workserecommended by 
the commission, is navigable .atter a fashion 
throughout the rear. Above the mouth of the 
Ohio the river is able to become impassible to 
cargocs atthe very season when shipiments of 
grain and provisions tor export and for South- 
ern consumption shouid be most active. With 
a ood channel in this part of the stream dur— 
ing the entire summer and antumn many mil: 
lions of bushels of grain that are now detained 
in the West and pay winter storage here might 
be profitably siipped out before the close ot 
navigation by trost. 

The United states Engineer at this pos esti- 
mates that it will costa little more than 8, 
Wi) COO to secure an eight-toot, law-water chan- 
npeltrom here to Cairo; and the Secretary 91 
War bas recommended an appropriation of >1,- 
600, % as a starter for this work. Western 
ginun growers entertain high hopes that the 
Congressional jaw-siingers will take up this 
recomnmendation by session atter next, and 
that an eight-toot channel tothe mouth of the 
Meremec may be secured by the time the next 
Census is taken.

What the Men and Their Employes Say 
on the Matter. 


The stove molders of the city are prepar- 
paring to orgenize a strike which promises to 
surpass any of their previous efforts in this 
line. The Molders’ Union met at National Hall, 
corner Broadway and Chambers street, Mon- 
day evening, and after considerable discus- 


sion, decided to demand an advance 
eof _fifteen per cent upon the 
wages at present received. Committees 


vere appointed to wait upon the various man- 
uifacturers and apprise them of the action of 
the meeting, after which adjournment Was 
had until to-night to await the action of the 
employers. The committees have presented 
the demand tothe following proprietors of 
foundries: Bridge, Beach & Co., Evers & 


Temme, Buck & Wright, Western Stove 
Company. Gage & Horton, Excelsior 


Manufacturing Company, and Curtis & Co. 

In most cases no answer has yet been given, 
but the committees will probably be informed 
in time to present their reports at to-night’s 
meeting, The movement here is said 
to be part of a precoucerted 
plan of the molders throughout the couutry, 
and St. Louis has been selected as the place to 
begin the struggle for au advanee. If the de- 
mands are complied with, a raise in molders’ 


wages throughout the country will 
follow. if the demands are 
relused and à lock-out occurs, the strikers 
here will be maintained by the molder- in 


other cities. 

The organization numbers about 400 men, 
and all the molders employed in the factories 
named above belong to it. The men are 
very positive about their demands being just. 
Thev claim that while the work has been 
changing soas to be at present very tedious 
and elaborate, the rate of wages has under- 
gone very small change. At present 
rates they are very poorly paid, and they sy 
that, as the business is now in a very prosper- 
ous state, they have a perfect right to ask for 
fair remuneration. Mr. R. H. Dana, secreta- 
ry of the Excelsior Manufacturing Co., said 
that the men were certainly entitled to a raise 
and that bis company were ready to pay 
whatever anybody else gave. They were at 
present paying 5 per cent more than any 
toundry and they hadoffered the moiders an 
additional 5 per cent, but had yet received 
no unswer. The company has in its employ 
nearly 200 men, all belonging to the Union, and 
Wishes to avoid shutting down if possible. 


Mr. Dana said that the Ex- 
celsior Manufacturing Company Were 
heavy competitors with Easter firms 


end could not afford to pay higher rates than 
they did, but were willing to do anything that 
Was right. At the office of Buck & Wright, it 
Was ascertained that Mr. Buck was absent 
from the city and that no terms would be pro- 
posed until he had been heard from.

of asking only 10 per cent., but the majority 
thought otherwise. The superintendent of 
the foundry had told him that an offer of 10 
per cent would be made by the firm. If the 


reasons accompanying the oifer 
were satisfactory it might be accepted, 
although many of the men were 


determined to stand out forthe whole raise. 
He had also heard that Mr. Gage had prom- 
ised to pay What was asked, provided all the 
other manufacturers did soo. Mr. Carr said

His heaith failed, 
and he was compelled at last, utterly broken 


down, to ask a leave of absence, and return 
home to his father’s house. He passed 
the latter portion of the summer at Lake 


Minnetonka, and then came to St. Louis hop— 


ing agsinst hope that his health would be so 
restored that he mignt return to his 
regimental duties. His death was a ver
